Decision Favored by 
19 Vote Margin 

Halifax, February 4.— (C.U. 
P.'*— By a niaipin of nineteen 
\-otcf a studcitt fortiin at Dal- 
housie University IMuirsday ap- 
proved the recent action of the 
Council of Students of Dalhousie 
in ■witJidrawing froiu the Cana- 
liian Studriit .Xssnnhh . 

The forum follovv od ono a few days 
esrliev \n vhieh ro decision had 
been reached. Thursday's meeting 
was featured by efforts to pass a 
vote of censiu-e on the Students 
Council for its decision to leave the 
CS..^.— presumably on the ba.>.is 
thst snti-British and anli-w.-,r fciiti- 
nieni.'' hwd been expresMXi Rt ses- 
sions of the C.S.A. National Con- 
ference held at Macdonald CoUesc 
over the Christmas holidays. 

At Thursday's forum the Trcsi- 
dcnt of the Council reao: off a state- 
ment in defence of the Council's 
action,»^. Factors thi! fruided ihc de- 
cisions were listed as follows: 

1. .Allegations from various quar- 
ters against the C.S..\. had not been 
satisfactorily refuted. 

2. The preponderance of Quebec 
and Ontario delegates at the con- 
vention and the comparative lack 
of delegates officially choson by 
the respective student councils. 

3. Destructive criiicism by the 
Commission on World Affairs. 

4. Failure of the C.S.A. to make 
available information re finances. 

5. The fact that Mi. .Allifon, Uni- 
versity of New Brunswick. Sas- 
katchewan, University of British 
Columbia, Acadia and Manitoba 
had withdrawn.

Wansbrough Will Discuss 
Present-Day Suggestions for 
Post War Reconstruction 



Using the experience of the last 
war as a background for his ad- 
dres. Mr. V. C. Wansbrough will 
di.scuss "The Basis of a Durable 
Peace" at a meeting of the Interna 
tional Relations Club to be held this 
evening at 8.15 in the R. 'V. C. Com- 
mon Room. 

Mr. Wansbrough w-ill commence 
by outlining 'oriefly the Versailles 
Treaty and the history of the 
League of Nations. The Fourteen 
Point Document ^-hich instigated 
the organization of the League, and 
the principle of Self-Delermination 
which it emphasized, will be con 
sidered and the reasons for their 
shortcomings discussed. The present 
day suggestions for post war recon- 
struction and the various peace 
plans will be examined and their 
effectiveness estimated. Mr. Wans- 
brough intends to deal also with 
the Federal Union Scheme and the 
idea of a United States of Europe, 
the basic structure of which is to 
be similar to thàt of the UniUid 
States of America. 

One Time Instructor. 

Mr. Wansbrough is known at Mc- 
Gill since he was at one time af- 
sociated with the McGill Hiiioiy 
Department and was a nientljc/- of 
the Quebet Protetiani Education 
Survey. At present he is Headma*- 
tcr of the Lower Canada College, 
an officer of the League of Nations 
Society of Canada and a member .of 
the Canadian Institute of Interna- 
iioiiaJ Affairs.

Served With Distinction in 
Great War— Was Mentioned 
in Despatches 



Major, the Reverend George G. 
D. Kilpatrick, D.S.O., B.A., D.D., 
Principal of the United Theological 
College, Montreal, and possessor of 
a brilliant record in service with 
the Canadian forces during the 
Great War. has been appointed 
Chaplain of the McGill University 
Contingent, C.O.T.C. it was an- 
nounced at Contingent Head- 
quarters last night. 

Speaking for the Contingent, Col- 
onel A. A. Magce, D.S.O.. E.D.. 
A.D.C,. Acting Officer Commanding, 
said. '"I'he Continent is highly hon- 
oured and very fortunate in secur- 
ing Dr. Kilpatrick as Chaplain. His 
brilliant war record and his emin- 
ence in religious and civil life make 
his acceptance of appointment to 
the unit a matter of great pndc 
to us."

The first debate in the Sec- 
ond-term Intercollegiate scries 
will be held in the Union Ball- 
room on Wednesday at 8 it was 
announced by the president of 
Debating Union. .A team from 
St. Michael's College, Winooski, 
Vermont will compete against 
the McGill team, comprised of 
Leo Roback and Leonard Bcr- 
cusson.

V.mcouver, l'cbruary 4. — 
(C.U.P.)— The third "building 
on the University of Britisii Col- 
umbia campus to be built entire- 
ly by student effort and finan- 
cing was fornialiy opened here 
Wéflnesday when His Honour. 
Eric AV. Hamber, Lieutenanl- 
Governor of British Columbia, 
turned the official key in the 
lock of the main door to the 
building following a colorful 
Lcicniony in the University 
Tlicfitrc. 

The $80,000 Brock Memorial Stu- 
dent Union Building, financed en- 
tirely by Ihc students of the univer 
sity on funds secured by a bond 
issue, from public and student sub 
script ions, and from donations from 
faculty members, aliimnae and 
Summer Session students, is the 
climaxing symbol of a ten year 
campus dream for which both men 
and women students have consist- 
ently campaigned. 

Completely Undergraduale Effort 

The building, a modernistic two 
storey permanent structure, was 
completed during the wiiiter months 
on an »B0,000 bond Issiie" raised by 
the Alma Mater Society on the 
basic finances of a $30,000 building 
fund and a $;!0,000 grant from the 
Board of Governors to be paid in 
ten equal yearly installments. The 
body of the building tuiul was 
made up of an oi iginal $15,000 bond 
iibui} li.v ilii' Ahuii Mater Society, 
$10,000 hy the Woincu's Undergrad- 
uuto Society hikI $23.000 raised by 
Ihc students in thqir, |(ing campaign 
by public and private subscription. 
Today 11 ii officliilly UiiiKd over lo 
the iinivci'.sil.v l)y Ilic Alinii Mater 
Society as iilreiidy lia.s been Uie 
$1(1.000 stiidiiiin built by student 
funds in IDSO to accompany the 
stadium grounds constructed in t029 
|)y stiidcnts at a cost a( $10,000, and 
||jp $40,000 gymnasium, built with 
student funds in 1020.

Philosophical Society 
Discusses Divinity 

"Is Divine Existence Cred- 
ible?" This will be the topic 
' for discussion at the fourth 

meeting of the Philosophical 
Society to be held this Wednes- 
day alo'8.13 p.m. in the Union 
Music Room. Harry -Simkover, 
fourth year Honours student, 
will introduce the subject. 

Discussion will bo based on 
certain arguments advanced by 
Professor Norman Kemp Smith 
in a lecture to the British 
Academy in 1931. In this lec- 
ture, entitled, "Is Divine Exist- 
ence Credible?" Professor Smith 
takes the view that human mis- 
understanding obscures the is- 
sues ins'olved in. the question of 
Divine existence. One main 
reason, he asserts, for the situa- 
tion's being falsely represented 
is the continuance of the eigh- 
teenth century view that the 
e.xistence of God can be demon- 
straleà from the facts of Nature 
and History. 

Concluding that we cannot 
reach the Divine merely by way 
of inference, not even if the 
inference be analogical in char- 
acter. Professor Smith takes up 
the position that "if certain im- 
portant qualifications and reser- 
vations be made, we are justi- 
fied in maintaining that belief 
in God does ultimately r«st 
upon immediate experience."

tremendous increase in Canadian in< 
dustries of late years, saying, "la 
the li^ht of this economic develop' 
ment, it is only natural that 111* 
Dominion of Canada should be 
called upon to play an important 
part in the present war. . . , And 
although Canada is advantaged by 
her distance from Europe, she is 
none the leas the nearest of the 
Dominions to tlie seat of warfare," 
and -uVA therefore, he pointed mit 
be in a position for trade with Eng- 
land. He continued, War is always 
expensive, and there is no way in. 
which the actual cost of a war can' 
be handed down to future genera* 
tions," but he added, due to the fact 
that Great Britain is getting no 
credit in the United States, Can- 
ada may expect a large share at. 
the trade. "It seetna probatol^^ 
therefore, that the Increase in. toÈi'^ 
national income may well be as 
great or greater than the increases 
in the National debt, . . . Canada, ia 
point of fact, stands where Great 
Britain stood at the outbreaic of 
the NapoIeo"mc"War, and where the 
United States stood «• quarter of a 
century ago. . . . Canada will prob- 
ably come to the Peace Conference 
wealthier than she was when the 
war begans last Autumn. 

Implies Responsibility. 
Nevertheless Dr. James reminded 
his hearers that. "Such a prospect 
implies great responsibilities. Tha 
ideals for which we are fighting 
will not be attained by the military 
victory of our forces in the field: 
tha; victory si.mply creates an op- 
portunity for the attainment of an 
enduring and just peace. Unless 
we use that opportunity wisely, the. 
sacrifices of Canada and every- 
other belligerent will be worth- ^ 
less." 

As he has on previous occasions. 
Dr. James said that the best use oC 
that opportunity wUl only b« at- 
tained ii thought is given to the 
matter before the war ends. "TTjo 
responsibility for study and thought 
rests squarely upon the shoulders 
ot those of us who are not actively 
engaged in- the war." 

In connection with Canada's posi- 
tion in the post-war world he said: 
"1 am not sugsesting that Canada 
should attempt to solve world prob^ 
leras merely as a gesture of gen- 
erous co-operation, I am insisting 
that Canada must find solutions to 
those problems because the future 
prosperity of Canada itself depends 
entirely upon the recreation of a 
world economy m which Canada 
can pai ticipaie. But if Canada ia 
lo continue to earn profits from 
international trade in a post- wax; 
world it is obvious that that woajlti 
must be organized on an int^tap 
tion.U 'oa.sib. We nmsi develop 
sound policies liiat permit equality 
of acce.-o to vrtw materials on the.- 
part of all nations."

The plot of SLIGHTLY HONORABLE is 
slightly worn.

Hock- 
ey, and Fencing. 15 points. For 
Interclais teams such as Bas- 
ketball, and Intramural Hockey.

The 
thousands ot little snoyy particles 
make impre-s-iioiis on this cushion 
when iJic .<ki is lifted Hnd put down 
flat instead of being .slid ahead and 
thus hold lite ski from sliding 
backward, 

TItIs cushion is usually composed 
of two layers. The first layer ap- 
plied directly lo the ski» is called 
the base. Tlic .«ccond layer is ap- 
plied directly on top of the base, 
and is called the surface. It is this 
surface wax which actually runs on 
the snow. 

The base wax, most commonly a 
!ar or lacquer wax, if. best applied 
with hot iron.«., or in the case of the 
tar waxp.':. with a blow torch. Ho-,v- 
cvcr, entirely satisfactory results 
may be obtained by experimenting 
with the following method; Leave 
the skis indoors for half an hour 
or so, or until thoroughly warmed 
and dried. Warm a lin of base wax 
and apply an oven layer to the un- 
der surface of the skis, using a dull 
table knife or some similar flat in- 
strumcnU Spread the wax smooth- 
ly, making sure not to wax Ihc 
groove. Then put the skis outside 
in the cold for at least twenty min- 
utes. 

At the end of this time, the skis 
should be brought back into the 
house, and the surface wax applied 
as follows: Warm surface wax un> 
til it is easily smeared with the fin- 
gers. Then daub small quantities 
on the skis, and .<;pread evenly with 
a broad piece of cork, which seems 
to be about the best thing for this 
purpose. After the skis have stood 
outside again for ten or fifteen 
minutes they are ready for use. As 
in the case of the application of the 
base wa.\cs, there is an easier and 
equally as serviceable a way to put 
the surface wax on. After applying 
the base, and allowing it to cool 
thoroughly, take a tube of the wax 
you are going to use, and as with 
lip-stick, squeeze or push some out 
the end of the tube, and with light 
strokes draw zig zag lines all down 
the surface of the skis. Then they 
must be polished and polished by 
hand. Working always from toe of 
the ski towards the heel, rub the 
surface wax over the ski with the 
fleshy part of the hand, until the 
whole looks like a piece of polished 
glass. 

It must be remembered that suc- 
cessful application ot ski wax de- 
pends upon practice, and ability to 
choose the right wax for the right 

snow condition. But this it not at 
difficult as It sounds, since waxes 
may be bought generously labelled 
"for wet, sticky snow" or "for cold, 
dry snow", etc. The general ten- 
dency when experiniciiiing with 
bases Is to put on loo much. Ob- 
tervijtiLt- of Die general rule, "cold 
weatlier, thin layers of waxei, 
«arm weather, thick layer," is Im- 
portant,

He points out that 
"since 1919 one Harvard graduate 
out of every seven has had dealings 
with this Committee." 

Instructor! Report Weaknesses. 

Instead of snooping, the Commit' 
tee sends out about 400 cards to in 
structors who are asked to report 
any student whose English Is weak 
Cloud says that he realizes "most 
of our communications go into 
Faculty wastebaskets," but after 
every examination period about 
twelve or fifteen students are re- 
ported. 

Besides those that are reported 
many come voluntarily for aid in 
improving their English. Altogether 
the Committee sees about 200 peo- 
ple every year. 

Can Be Begun In College. 

Cloud does not believe that if one 
has not learned how to write prop- 
erly before one has come to college 
one is a helpless case, "We have 
only to think of the many students 
who acquire rroficiency in a for- 
eign language, or even in several, 
after they reach Harvard." 

The avowed purpose of the Com- 
mittee is "to make sure that a man
